To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1938. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  Cotton  Trade — if 
anything  it  has  been  worse — owing  to  the  speeding-up  of 
machinery  more  employees  are  being  thrown  out  of  work.  As 
I  said  in  my  last  report  the  younger  people  are  finding  work 
outside  the  district.  Amongst  our  own  people  I  know  of  no 
cases  of  actual  poverty  nor  any  children  suffering  from  mal¬ 
nutrition. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  (5 
cases  of  Diphtheria.  I  have  given  a  detailed  report  of  the 
diphtheria  cases  later  in  the  report. 
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BIRTH  RATE. 


I  lie  Birth  Rate  for  the  district  is  9.8  compared  with  15.1 
for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATE. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  08  deaths.  The 
death  rate  is  14.0  compared  with  11.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Four  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died,  being  equal 
to  a  Death  Rate  of  88  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  53 
for  England  and  Wales. 

CAMPING  GROUNDS. 

Very  few  complaints  have  been  made  with  regard  to 
nuisances  in  connection  with  the  above.  They  are  inspected 
regularly  and  the  Police  clear  out  any  unruly  elements.

GENERAL-  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Hospital. — A  Fever  Llospital  is  situated  in  Mottram 
Moor.  There  are  six  male  and  six  female  beds.  The  cost  of 
upkeep  is  divided  between  the  Longdendale  U.D.C.  and  Tint- 
wistle  R.D.C.

Serious  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Membranous  Croup  are 
sent  to  the  Hyde  Borough  ['ever  Hospital. 

Smallpox. — Beds  are  retained  in  the  I  lartshead  Smallpox 
Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in  the  district. 

Tuberculosis.— Cases  of  Tuberculosis  attend  the  clinic  in 
I lyde  provided  by  the  County  Council.  ( )n  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Officer,  cases  are  sent  to 
sanatoria. 

Maternity . — There  is  no  Maternity  Home  in  the  district, 
but  an  increasing  number  of  women  arc  availing  themselves  of 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  Lake  Hospital  and  District  Infir¬ 
mary,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  the  Partington  Maternity 
Home,  Glossop. 

Children. — Children  requiring  hospital  treatment  either 
go  to  the  Children's  Hospital,  Pendlebury,  Manchester,  or  to 
the  District  Infirmary,  Ashton-under-Lyne.  Both  of  these 
institutions  are  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — For  infectious  cases  the  infectious 
hospital  ambulance  at  Hyde  is  used.  For  non-infectious  and 
accident  cases  an  arrangement  is  made  with  the  Hyde  and 
Glossop  Corporations  to  send  their  ambulances.

Public  Health  Officers. — The  Staff  consists  of  a  part-time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
salaries  of  both  are  subsidised  by  Exchequer  grants. 

Professional  Nursing. — There  are  two  District  Nurses  in 
your  district.  One  for  Mottram  and  Broadbottom,  whose 
salary  is  chiefly  derived  from  the  Elizabeth  Beardoe  Chapman 
Charity  and  voluntary  subscriptions.  There  is  also  one  for 
Hollingworth,  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Midwives. — There  is  one  Midwife  practising  in  the  dis¬ 
trict — she  is  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  and  resides  in 
Hollingworth. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply  is  excellent,  being  obtained  from 
springs  situated  above  Arnfield. 

There  has  never  been  a  shortage.  Practically  all  the 
houses  in  the  district  are  on  the  public  water  supply.  Where 
there  has  been  any  doubt  as  to  the  purity  of  a  supply  the  water 
has  been  sent  for  analysis. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  district  the  water  supply  is  from 
wells.

.Six  cases  were  notified. 

The  first, 

isolated  case  in  September.  The  patient  was  a  kennel  maid  to 
a  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  whether  she  contracted  the  disease 
in  pursuit  of  her  duties  it  is  difficult  to  say. 

Two  girls  were  notified  in  November  as  suffering  from 
the  disease.  One  became  infected  from  a  relative  in  Glossop; 
the  other  worked  in  a  Mill  in  Hyde  where  there  had  been 
several  cases.  One  case  infected  two  more  in  the  same  family 
and  an  aunt. 
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Both  nasal  and  throat  swabs  were  taken  of  contacts,  with 
the  result  that  four  nasal  swabs  were  positive.  These  cases 
were  isolated  until  negative  swabs  were  obtained. 

Scarlet  Fever :  Al'  the  cases  were  of  a  very  mild  type; 
with  the  exception  of  three,  all  were  nursed  at  home.  One 
case  was  sent  to  Hospital  because  the  mother  was  expecting 
to  be  confined,  two  more  because  they  occurred  at  a  farm 
from  which  milk  was  distributed. 

Epidemic  Catarrhal  Jaundice:  'Phis  disease  was  prevalent 
in  the  district  during  the  months  of  May  and  June.  In  one 
home  there  were  four  cases.  A  few  adults  became  infected. 
The  disease  ran  a  course  of  three  weeks. 

Measles  and  Chicken  Pox  :  There  were  a  number  of 
cases  during  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June. 

Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  : — 

All  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  given  Anti-Toxin — sup¬ 
plied  by  the  Council — at  once,  and  the  families  isolated.  Five 
cases  were  sent  to  the  Hyde  Fever  Hospital  and  one  nursed 
at  home.  The  houses  were  disinfected. 

Artificial  immunization  against  Diphtheria  is  not  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Council. 

Head  Teachers  of  Schools  report  to  the  M.O.H.  any  case 
of  infectious  or  supposed  infectious  disease  amongst  their 
scholars.

All  the  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  sent  for 
Sanatorium  treatment. 

The  Non-Respiratory  cases  were  treated  at  the  Robert 
Jones  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry,  and  the  District 
Infirmary,  Ashton-under-  Lyne. 

There  can  be  nothing  but  praise  for  the  prompt  manner 
treatment  is  obtained  for  the  patients. 

Fourteen  speciments  of  Sputum  were  sent  to  the 
Laboratory  at  Chester.  One  was  positive  and  thirteen 
negative. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

Persons  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  eye  which  may 
lead  to  blindness  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Eye  Hospital,  Man¬ 
chester,  or  to  the  District  Infirmary.  Ashton-under-Lyne. 


A  lady  health  visitor  visits  the  blind  every  fortnight.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supply  is  provided  by  the  farmers  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  districts.  There  are  six  purveyors  who  supply 
accredited  milk. 

The  County  Council  took  thirty-seven  samples  of  milk, 
ten  of  which  were  found  to  be  contaminated  with  organic 
matter  as  evidenced  by  B.Coli  being  found  in  the  samples. 

The  farmers  were  visited  and  instructions  were  given  to 
be  cleaner  in  their  methods  of  milking.  Two  samples  were 
found  to  contain  added  water.  One  farmer  prosecuted  in 
consequence — vide  Chief  Inspector  of  Food  report. 

I  am  unable  to  say  whether  T.B.  have  been  found  in  any 
sample  of  milk  taken,  as  this  is  done  by  the  County  Council 
and  no  reports  are  sent  to  the  local  M.O.H. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  effluent  from  the  Sewerage  Works  has  been  reported 
upon  by  the  Mersey  &  Irwell  Joint  Board  as  satisfactory.

Regarding  the  non-standard  samples,  only  one  was 
adulterated  and  this  related  to  a  sample  taken  from  a  Dairy¬ 
man  in  the  street  and  found  to  contain  added  water.  'File 
following  day  a  sample  taken  in  course  of  delivery  from  the 
farmer  who  supplied  him  was  found  to  contain  (*.4  per  cent,  of 
extraneous  water.  The  farmer  was  fined  £2  and  two  guineas 
costs. 

The  other  sample  was  below  the  standard  but  was 
abnormal  in  quality.  The  Public  Analyst,  therefore,  reported 
it  as  “  genuine.”

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  1938. 

Medical  Officer:  Ernest  Talbot,  M.B.,  Ch.B. 

Health  Visitor:  Miss  A.  Bullough,  S.C.M.,  S.R.N.,  R.S.I. 

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Wednesdays)  at  St. 
Mary’s  School,  Hollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty-six 
occasions.  The  following  are  the  figures  of  attendances:  —

Interest  in  the  Centre  has  again  been  well  maintained  by 
the  Mothers  in  the  district.  The  number  of  new  cases  attend¬ 
ing  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  show  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  infants  have  been  well  clothed 
and  clean,  and  the  standard  of  health  has  been  good. 

It  is  enlightening,  when  reviewing  the  year’s  work  at  the 
Centre,  to  note  the  variety  of  the  physical  defects  which  have 
been  encountered  during  routine  examination.  A  number  of 
these  defects  have  been  of  a  congenital  nature  and  include 
hernia,  naevi,  deformities  and  even  tumours  of  the  feet.  Two 
infants  at  a  very  early  age  suffered  from  frequent  and  persis¬ 
tent  vomiting,  due,  not  to  improper  food  or  incorrect  feeding, 
but  to  abnormal  muscular  spasm  of  the  stomach.  Apart  from 
these  conditions,  which  can  usually  be  detected  at  an  early 
age,  there  are  others  which  arise  at  later  stages  of  the 
infant’s  life — dental  caries,  septic  and  enlarged  tonsils,  en¬ 
largement  of  the  glands  of  the  neck  and  the  consequent  ill- 
health  which  ensues. 
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1  mention  some  of  the  cases  which  have  been  encountered 
in  order  to  stress  the  importance  of  medical  supervision  at 
this  early  stage  of  the  child's  life.  It  is  by  such  means,  that 
physical  defects,  abnormal  conditions  and  actual  disease  pro¬ 
cesses  can  be  treated  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  so 
save  much  time,  trouble,  suffering  and  ill-health  at  a  later 
date.  Unless  infants  are  kept  under  observation  during  these 
early  days,  many  abnormal  states  are  permitted  to  progress 
and  endanger  the  future  well-being  of  the  child.  1  would 
therefore  emphasize  the  necessity  and  important  duty  of 
parents  to  ensure  that  their  infants  are  periodically  overhauled. 
This  service  is  available  for  infants  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 

Thn  institution  of  Toddlers’  Days  enables  this  supervision 
to  be  maintained  until  the  period  when  the  child  starts  school¬ 
ing.  From  this  stage  the  School  Medical  Officer,  guided  by 
the  child's  previous  medical  record,  is  in  a  position  to  ensure 
continued  and  close  supervision  of  the  child’s  health.  The 
attendances  on  Toddlers’  Days  have  been  steadily  increasing. 

During  the  year  many  cases  have  been  referred  to  their 
own  medical  attendant  lor  treatment. 

Unemployment  in  the  district  is  still  a  serious  problem  to 
many  families,  and  where  infants  are  concerned  it  is  important 
that  there  should  be  no  shortage  of  milk;  when  this  is  found 
to  be  the  case  by  the  Health  Visitor,  a  grant  of  free  milk  may 
be  obtained. 

With  the  willing  assistance  of  the  Ladies’  Committee,  the 
work  at  the  Clinic  has  proceeded  smoothly,  and  thanks  and 
appreciation  are  due  to  them  for  their  helpful  co-operation.

Houses — No.  10  and  12  situate  The  Knowle,  Holling¬ 
worth,  have  now  been  scheduled  for  demoli¬ 
tion,  these  houses,  along  with  houses  No.  2, 
4,  0  and  8,  have  been  purchased  for 

demolition,  and  the  site  to  be  then  used  as  a 
Private  Parking  Ground  for  charabancs, 
motors,  etc.

Houses — Fern  Cottage,  Stockport  Road,  Mottram.  Now 
to  be  demolished  for  road  improvement  pur¬ 
poses,  and  Horse  Shoe  Cottage,  adjoining 
Fern  Cottage,  has  been  purchased  for 
demolition  for  road  improvement  purposes. 

All  the  above-mentioned  houses  have  been 
vacated  and  will  be  demolished  at  an  early 
date. 

Houses — No.  25,  27  and  29,  Church  Brow,  Mottram,  dealt 
with  under  the  above  Act,  proceedings  yet 
pending. 

Houses  Demolished. 

House — Wooden  structure,  situate  Harrop  Edge,  Mottram. 

(After  serving  of  notice  on  owner  of  same  that 
same  was  unfit  for  human  habitation). 

House — Known  as  North  Britain  Farm,  Hollingworth,  has 
been  demolished  owing  to  same  being  in  close 
proximity  to  a  Service  Reservoir  of  an  adjoining 
Authority  who  owned  the  premises  and  issued 
instructions  for  demolition  of  same. 

Overcrowding. 

There  appears  to  be  only  one  case  of  overcrowding  in  the 
district.  It  is  a  case  of  where  children  have  now  been  classified 
as  adults,  under  the  above  heading.  Application  for  suitable 
premises  have  been  made  by  the  tenant  without  success.  I  am 
hoping  that  in  the  near  future  suitable  premises  may  be 
available. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  in  the 
populous  area  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

Improvement  to  Water  Supply.  (Houses.) 

31  Dwelling-houses,  2  shops  and  2  clubs,  situate  in  Market 
Street,  Broadbottom,  have  now  been  connected  up  to  the  local 
authority’s  water  supply,  in  lieu  of  supply  which  was  from  a 
private  source  and  had  been  reported  upon  by  the  County 
Analyst  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
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One  public-house,  Roe  Cross  Inn,  Mottram,  has  now  been 
connected  up  to  the  local  authority’s  water  supply,  in  lieu  of 
supply  from  private  source  which  also  supplies  two  farms  and 
nine  houses  situate  Roe  Cross — Edge  Lane.  In  case  of  water 
from  the  private  source  failing  in  time  of  drought,  which  has 
been  the  case,  the  Council  has  made  arrangements  for  the 
supplying  of  water,  which  is  charged  up  to  the  owners  of  the 
water  rights  in  this  area. 

Insufficient  Supply  of  Water.  Mottram  Outdistrict  (Hattersley). 

There  are  about  13  houses,  situate  Old  Stockport  Road, 
Chainbar  Road,  and  New  Stockport  Road,  where  supply  of 
water  should  be  from  a  private  source  of  supply.  A  difficulty 
has  arisen  owing  to  corrosion  and  contamination  of  the  main 
water  service  pipes,  and  the  owners  will  not  come  to  an  agree¬ 
ment  as  to  ordering  of  work  necessary  so  as  to  ensure  of  an 
adequate  supply  of  water.  Several  representatives  of  the 
Council  have  arranged  and  held  meetings  along  with  the 
several  owners  ol  the  property  in  this  locality,  but  the  owners 
cannot  come  to  an  amicable  decision  on  same.  The  water  for 
the  above  premises  is  now  obtained  from  wells  in  the  vicinity.

BAKEHOUSES  AND  BAKERIES. 


I'he  number  registered  totals  Hi.  These  premises  are 
what  one  would  term  Retail  Bakeries,  as  the  work  is  chiefly 
carried  out  at  the  rear  pari  of  the  premises.  During 
visits  of  inspection  several  defects  have  been  noted,  the  occu¬ 
piers'  attention  being  drawn  to  same.  In  all  cases  the  defects 
were  immediately  remedied. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (Destruction)  ACTS. 


During  the  year  there  were  four  reports  regarding  infes¬ 
tation  of  houses  and  shops  by  rats.  These  premises  were 
inspected  and  the  usual  precaution  taken  and  successfully  dealt 
with.  All  tips  and  sewage  outfall  works  are  constantly  baited 
with  Klearwell  Rat  Biscuits,  which  I  find  are  very  effective  if 
used  in  accordance  with  instructions.

Method  of  dealing  with  same  is  by  spraying  with  Liquid 
Intersectides,  Bombay  Fluid,  and  afterwards  Fumigating  with 
Sulphur  S.O.2,  the  results  being  satisfactory.
